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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. This application contains claims 1-25 drawn to an-elected invention. In 7/10/2007, 
applicant elected to prosecute Group 4 that associated with claims 26-36 without traverse. 
Claims 1-25 are drawn to non-elected invention. Therefore, non-elected claims 1-25 are 
withdrawn from further consideration. The requirement is deemed proper and is therefore made 
Final. 

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the abstract must describe the 
claimed invention. The applicant prosecutes a method and the abstract recites the device. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 26-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 26, line 4, the phrase "the distal portion of the elongate member'" lacks a prior 
antecedent. 

Claim 33, line 2, the phrase "the outlet" lacks a prior antecedent. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
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4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 



(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1(2) of such treaty in the English language. 



Claims 26-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Macoviak et al. 
(6,361,545). 

Macoviak et al disclose a perfusion filter is used to capture emboli in a patient including: 
a tubular filter element 232 in a compress configuration locates on a distal portion of a body 
lumen, advancing a distal portion of an elongate member 252 to a location within the body 
lumen, where directing a first and second ends 248 of the filter element towards one another, and 
where the filter element everts to capture particulate (filter element 232 is fully everted,i.e., has 
its interior side as delivered turned outward to become its exterior side as deployed, through the 
distal movement of element 250 relative to the outer shaft 252), where an intermediate portion at 
236 expands to engage a wall of the body lumen. As to claims 29-36, Macoviak discloses in col. 
12, lines 20-65, a method for capturing particulate within a body lumen as described in the above 
listed claims, including: the filter element 232 are fixed to distal ends of first 252 and second 
elongate member 250, where the step comprises aspirating the particulate from the location 
upstream of an outlet (see fig. 18), and where the procedure comprises at least one of a 
diagnostic intervention (see col. 4, lines 12-27).
